Chairs accept modified 


fee payment plan

The Chairs of the School of 
Arts and Sciences 
unanimousiy passed a motion 
to accept the registrar's task 
force recommendation for a 
modified advanced fee 
payment for next semester 

Jack Gillespie, a member 
of the registrar's task force, 
presented the department 
chairs with a proposal passed 
on Monday by his committee. 
Under this plan, scheduled for 
Dec. 6, 9 and 10, students 
would turn in their Computer 
Assisted Registration (CAR) 
forms and fees at the same 
time. Students who couldn't 
pay their fees at that time 
would be given a fee card to fill 
out and would be billed 
through the mail. 

Paul Murray, chairman of 
the government department, 
int roduced the motion and was 
seconded by Perry Weddle, 
chairman of the Philosophy 
department. Murray and 
other faculty had expressed 
concern earlier in the meeting 
over an apparent decision 
made by the registrar's task 
force this week. Murray 
labeled that earlier decision 
as a ‘prescription for 
disaster.’’ 

Gillespie didn’t seem to be 
concerned about student 
budgeting problems but ad- 
mitted that if 2,000-4,000 
students didn’t register 
through CAR and pay their 
fees, then ‘we would be in 
serious trouble.’’ 

The new system would en- 
courage students to pay their 
fees and would enable CAR to 
obtain most of the student re 
quest forms before the 
semester break. Gillespie 
said, ‘Students wouldn't have 
to come back from ski trips o1 
other things during the 
vacation penmod to pay ther 
fees but he failed oO 


comment on students who 
would have to wait until 
sometime in January for their 
fee statements to come 
through the mail because they 
couldn't pay their fees 
earlier 


In related developments: 


Robert Donaldson, chair- 
man of the History 
department, expressed his 
concern on the centralized 
priority Add/Drop period that 
was run at the beginning of 


this semester. Gillespie, deny-: 


ing any part in the decision to 
hold Add/Drop and Iate regis- 
tration in the gymnasium, 
said it was President Bond's 
decision and as far as he was 
concerned a “one shot affair.’’ 

“TI concur absolutely with 
you on decentralizng add 
Drop and late registration 
by moving it back into the in- 
dividual departments,"’ he 
said. 

Gillespie proposed that in- 
dividual departments turn in 
their fall and spring semester 
tenative schedules at one 
time, early in the fall 
semester. But John Egan, 
chairman of the journalism 
department, questioned the 
overall value of a partial 
schedule and related staffing 
problems. “If we could get 80- 
90 per cent input that 
remained unchanged, then 
this change would be hel pful,”’ 
Gillespie said. 

Vernon Hornback, chair- 
man of the English 
department, feels that 
“President Bond owes it tothe 
faculty to consult with them 
before decisions are made 
It's time to call a halt to back 
ing or falling into things. It’s 
time we found out w rat the 


hell is going on.’ Other faculty 


voiced similiar complaints

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Suit filed 
to stop 
dossiers 


(ZNS) The Civil Liberties 
Union in Texas has filed suit 
against that state’s 
Department of Public Safety 
in an effort to stop. the 
department from compiling 


secret dossiers on the op 
ponents of nuclear power 
plants. 


The suit was filed after it 
was learned that Texas law 
enforcement agencies mail- 
tained a detailed dossier on 
the activities of a Continental 
Airlines pilot named Robert 
Pomeroy 

Pomeroy, in his spare time, 
had attended various public 
meetings in Dallas and 
elsewhere, and had spoken out 
against the construction of 
nuclear power plants 

It was subsequently 
leanred that a dossier was 
compiled on Pomeroy’ s public 
speeches and activities, and 
that a copy of this ‘dossier’ 
was forwarded by Texas law 
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Rodriguez opposes proposition 9 


Olga Rodriguez, Socialist 
Workers Party candidate for 
Governor, stated her op 
position to Proposition 9, the 
so-called political reform act. 
She assailed the Democratic 
and Republican parties for 
what she called their 
“stranglehold’’ on American 
politics. 

She said that Proposition 9 
was a “hoax anda trap’’ tothe 
people of California. She 
pointed out that the special 
election commission which 
would be set up to police the 
campaign laws under Prop. 9, 
would be appointed by the 
Governor. Of this she said, 
“The people who will enforce 
the laws are those who are 
breaking the laws.”’ 

The opposition to Prop. 9 is 
an official position of the 
Socialist Workers Par- 
ty(SWP). Rodriguez ex- 
plained that the new laws were 
designed to supress any 
attempts to establish minor 
parties. She pointed out that 
all contributions of over $100 
would be required to be 
reported to the government 

“It’s like turning over a 
ready-made enemies list so 
Saxbe and Younger can go 
after you,”’ she said. (Refer 
ring to US Attorney General 
William Saxbe and California 
AG Evelle Younger) 

Rodriguez spoke at great 
length about her party's sup 
port of “unconditional and 
total amnesty for war 
resisters, deserters, and draft 
dodgers of the Viet Nam War 


“They are the victims of the 
criminal war in Viet Nam,” 
she stated ‘The politicians, 
the generals, the corporation 
executives—they were the 
criminals.”’ 

She expressed her op 
position to Gerald Ford's 
amnesty program, calling it a 
“bogus amnesty.’’ Rodriguez 
explained that young men who 
had refused to fight in In 
dochina were not criminals, 
and should not have to pay 
penance by serving in some 
kind of public service for two 
years. She called the alter- 


native service program under 
Fore’s amnesty scheme, 
“slave labor’’, pointing out 
that returning draft dodgers 
would be forced to take ex- 
tremely low-paying jobs 
because of the current 
economic crisis in the country. 

Rodriguez stated her belief 
that the Indochina War was a 
direct cause of the Watergate 
malaise. This was because of 
the fear which pervaded the 
Nixon White House over leaks 
concerning the war. And she

United Professors ask 
for 21 percent raise

The United Professors of 
California (UPC) has asked 
for a 21.7 per cent raise for the 
next year. In justifying the in- 
crease, Emanuel Gale of the 
social work department and 
president of the local chapter, 
said that it was designed to put 
the state university professors 
back to where they were in 
1970. He said that there were 
no cost of living raises from 
1970 to 1972 because the gover 
nor thought we were bad 
people responsible for 
student disruptions.

1970, the  teacher-student 
ratios were increased creat- 
ing a larger workload. So the 
UPC is asking for a 21.7 per 
cent raise and the hiring of ad- 
ditional faculty members to 
restore the 1970 ratio or a 33.6 
increase. Either would bring 
the faculty back to where they 
were in 1970, making up for the 
inflation and increase in work 
load 

The UPC here is conducting 
a massive membership drive 
Gale said. At the moment 
they are 20 members short of 
50 percent of the full time 
faculty.

Students who have felt in- 
convenienced by the const mic- 
tion site for the new library 
will be relieved to know that it 
is near completion. The 
original plan was that the six 
story structure would be 
finished by this Fall, but with 
the early start of classes and 
six week carpenter strike last 
summer, completion has been 
delayed. Still, Gordon Martin, 
head libranan at CSUS is con- 
fident that by Spring semester 
everything will be in 
readiness. One point that he 
wanted stressed was that the 
library will not be open during 
the five week semester break 
Students wishing touse th. oo 
rary during this time will have 
to go elsewhere. He added 
witha smile however,that this 
should not cause any problems 
since students should have al! 
of their work completed by 
this time 

Dr. John Cox, associate 
vice-president for ad- 
ministration who took the ime 
to give this reporter a tour of 
the building pointed out many 
facts. The new library will be 
about three times larger than 
the old one but will house the 
same half a million books. It 
will have beautiful landscap 
ing on all but the south side 
and has many very modern 
features. An escalator will 
service two of the floors and 


there will also be elevator ser- 
vice to all floors. For the 
energetic types there will even 
be an old-fashioned staircase. 
The library will be color-coded 
with each fluor having a photo 
mural on the wail. 

A great deal of planning has 
gone into the making of one of 
the tallest buildings on cam- 
pus. The plans were originally 
submitted in 1964, but due to 
lack of funding from the 
legislature it wasn't until 
about three years ago that a 


bid was submitted and 
okayed 

Gordon Martin said that 
many libraries are old- 
fashioned and don't offer 
students the maximum 


benefits that they should. The 
rooms are often cluttered with 
staff members who insist that 
they must have their desks 
near the card catalogs. This is 
not the case with us he said. 
Most of the staff will have 
their offices on the sixth floor, 
or penthouse as they call it, 
away from the public. There 
will be 2,500 private study 
desks. These will be installed 
between rows of shelves. 
almost hidden from view. This 
will give students the best pos 
sible study conditions with as 
few distractions as possible 
there will also be lounge areas 
near the windows giving 
Students an area for breaks 
while studying, or simply 
another place to study for

Political Rights Defense Fund 
sues government officials 


A civil suit has been filed 
against those government of- 
ficials involved in 
Watergate mess. Funds are 
now being sought to pay the 
expenses of service and trial 

The suit was filed by at- 
torney Leonard Boudin of the 
Political Rights Defense Fund 
(PRDF), on behalf of the 
Socialist Workers’ Party. It is 
supported by Eugene McCar- 
thy, Gloria Steinem, Arthur 
Miller and others. 

“All of us who have been 
dismayed by the 
government's contemptuous 
disregard for constitutional

freedoms welcome this 
significant step in countering 
the Watergate threat to the 
political liberties of every 
citizen,’ they said 

The cost of the suit is ex- 
pected to reach $50,000 in the 
first year alone. And costs are 
expected to sky-rocket after 
the case comes to trial

defenses of some of the most 
sensational political trials of 
the last ten years: Suchas, the 
Gainsville 8, Benjamin Spock, 
Daniel Ellsberg and the Har- 
risburg 7 with the Berrigan 
brothers.

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Ford's Motivation In Pardoning Nixon 


Let the first of these reports 
on the Ford White 
House—what a dull ring the 


phrase has in 

cidentally— begin with ‘a 
confession. I’m glad that 
President Ford pardoned 
former President Nixon. | 


hoped that Mr. Ford would do 
it before he did it and I'm sorry 
only that he did it in the worst 
possible way 

According to the assistants 
whose accounts are reflected 
here, including Philip Buchen 
and his statements at two on 
record press confevences, four 
occurences dumng the week 
following August 30 prin- 
cipaily accounted for Mr 
Ford's final decision to act as 
he did when he did on Sunday 
September 8 Buchen assured 
the President that he did have 
the power to pardon before in- 
dictment 

Considering that President 
Nixon's lawyers had es 
tablished this fact months 
before and had exhaustively 
discussed every implication of 
it, the asserted fact (I still find 
it hard tocredit) that Mr Ford 
didn’t know this before and on 
August 30 indicates that the 
gulf between President Nix 
on's people and Vice President 


Ford's people before the 
resignation was even wider 
than it was known to be. The 


second major factor was Leon 
Jaworski’s advice that nine 
months to a year and maybe 
longer would have to elapse 
after indictment and before 
trial could begin. The strong 
impression around Mr. Fordis 
that this estimate bothered 
him more than any other fac- 
tor. The third element was the 
information, also from 
Jaworski, that no less than }] 
areas of criminal misbehavior 
that could involve Mr. Nixon 
were under investigation. The 
fourth factor was the belated 
conclusion of an agreement 
between President Ford and 
former President Nixon 
negotiated by Becker at San 
Clemente and signed by Mr 
Nixon on Friday the 6th, com 
mitting the tapes and 
documents accumulate dur 
ing the Nixon presidency to his 
custody in California under his 
and the federal government's 
joint control 

Jaworski's staff and a 
congressional committee 
roised hell about this 
agreement later and Philip 
Buchen, acting for Mr. Ford, 
agreed to post pone transfer of 
the tapes and other materials 
(Oo Califernia But the 
President was satisfied with it 
when it was signed. Although 
he had his spokesmen insist 
that a satisfactory agreement 
was not 4 condition tothe par 
don, Mr. Ford was equally in- 
sistent that he would not an- 
nounce the pardon before an 
agreement was Concluded. It 
appears, in short, that the 
agreement was a condition to 
the announcement but no to 
the pardon as such. The terms 
of the tapes agreements seem 
to have mattered much more 
to the President than the wor 
ding of Mr. Nixons grudging 
admission of error but not of 
guilt

Benton Becker, the 
aforementioned lawyer and 
temporary assistant to 
Buchen, returned from San 
Clemente to Washington with 
the tapes agreement and 
reported to the President on 
Saturday, Sept. 7. Haig, 
Hartmann, Marsh and Buchen 
were present when Becker 
reported to Mr. Ford 

Accounts of that meeting 
are the most persuasive 
evidence known to me that Mr 
Nixon's physical and mental 
health was not the decisive 
factor in Mr Ford's 
calculations and decision to 
grant the pardon that it has 
been widely reported and 
believed to be and that he and 
his assistants say it wasn't 

Mr. Ford spent far more 
tuume at the meeting on the 
tapes agreement and showed 
far more interest in it than he 
displayed in what Becker, who 
had conferred in person with 
Mr. Nixon, had to say about 
the former President's health 

Becker said nothing about 


Mr Nixon’S spreading 
phiebitis and apparently 
didn't notice the enhanced 


swelling in the left leg that 
others have reported. Becker 
said that Mr. Nixon appeared 
to have aged and 
shrunken-—shrunken was a 
frequent term. His shirt collar 
flapped around his neck. His 
jowls hung pathetically loose 
and flabby. His whole upper 
torso, hitherto massive for so 
slight a figure, appeared to 
have diminished 

His attention span seemed 
to be short, he tended to leave 
remarks unfinished in mid- 
sentence, and he rambled 
These last observations 
which could have been taken 
to be indirect comments upon 
Mr. Nixon's menta’ state, did 
not particularly impress or 
interest Mr. Ford and the 
others present. Physical 
shrinkage apart, Mr. Nixon 
had been disjointed. ram 
bling, prone to drift off into 
some far yonder for months 
before he resigned Vice 
President Ford was talking 
about that last March, to my 
knowledge 

After Becker finished his 
report he left the Oval Office 
with Haig and Marsh 
Hartmann and Buchen 
remained with the President 
Mr. Ford leaned back in his 
chair, clasped his hands

Hartmann wrote into the 
delivered statement mercy 
and end to the passions and 
divisions that a trial would 
projong; “Richard Nixon and 
his loved ones have suffered 
enough.”’ When Hartmann 
gave his draft to the President 
on Sunday morning, Mr. Ford 
made two changes. Where 
Hartmann had written that 
the Nixon tragedy “could go 
on and on,” the President 
wrote “on and on and on.” He 
also inserted the subsequen..

Stanislaus: the river of natural wonder threatened

Think bucking rapids on the 
American River is fun? Think 
it's a thrill? Nix' For real fun 
and adventure take on the 
Stanislaus River from Camp 
9. to Parrots Ferry Bridge, a 
ten mile journey through six 
million years of geological his 
tory in a canyon riddled with 
gold rush lore and Miwok In 
dian legend 


Journey by raft down the 
Stanislaus River allows one to 
experience the excitement of 
barreling through such wild 
rapids as Bailey Falls. Widow 
Maker, Deoth Rock, and Dogs 
Leg Along many 
the Stanislaus, rapid water 
smashes against shear rock 
Walls that reach to the river 
bottom ding plenty of 
thrills to rafters who enjoy 
challenging the danger of the 
whitewater

The Stanislaus River is con 
sidered by many the most 
popular recreation river west 
of the Mississippi, next to the 
Green and Colorado nvers 
but the Stanislaus is now 
threatened with extinction by 
the proposed construction of 
the New Melones Dam 
headed by the US. Army 
Corps of Engineers 

The scenic Stanislaus River 
has its headwaters in the 
Emigrant Wilderness north of 
Yosemite National Park. and 
flows a steep gradient through 
California's Mother Lode 
country in the Sierra foothills 
The lower portion of the 
Stanislaus flows through 
canyons whose steep sides are 
an ircheoiogical treasure 
house of Indian burial grounds 
and ceremonial caves

along the banks andinthe hills 
above the nver. Oldlog cabins

old mining relics 


At one point along the river 
between Camp 9 and the Par- 
rots Ferry Bridge. there are 
the remains of a Chinese labor 
camp where stone walls are 
the only reminder. Over a hun 
dred years ago large diggings 
and wooden rockers were 
worked by hundreds of 
Chinese laborers to the whim 
of American overseers. The 
camp, in its gold rush heyday 
was a place where death from 
famine and pestilence was a 
common occurrence. Legend 
has it that when the Chinese 
found gold nuggets. they 
secretly cemented them in the 
but so many died 
the gold was never dis 
covered. Now it is believed the 
ghosts of Chinese dead wander 
the ruins at mght searching 


stune walls 
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for their gold. Many tourists 
claim to have seen ghost 
lights 

The banks of the Stanislaus 
River are abundant in wild 
figs, grapes, and blackberry 
which during the season of 
npening can be plucked and 
eaten by hungry river 
travelers For the pleasure of 
the eve the banks abound in In- 
dian Rhubarb, Indian Paint 
Brush, poppy, multi-colored 
mosses. and lush ferns. Trees 
included are Ash, White Oak 
Digger Pine. and the Chinese 
Tree of Heaven 

The steep cliffs nudging the 
Stanislaus River contain one 
of the largest limestone 
deposits in Cahfornia and 
some has been metamor 
phosized into high grade mar 
ble The limestone cliffs 
themselves are 


pock- marked 
with numerous Caves and are 
an eager 


invitation to 





spelunkers At one point along 
the cliff face on the river's 
north side, a chunk of the cliff 
has fallen away revealing the 
mouth of a large cave. Out of 
the mouth, two stalactities 
protrude that arch outward 
showing the angle of Sierra 
uplift along the Stanislaus 
River. The cave is named 
Sharks Mouth because of the 
resemblance it 
toothy mouth of a shark 

The Stanislaus, nver of 
natural wonder, has a month 
of life remaining. All hope for 
rescuing the river from com 
plete inundation rides on the 
success of Proposition 17. Part 
Il will contain the background 
story of the political maze sul 
rounding the desired com 
pletion of the New Melones 
Dam and opposition groups 
such as Fnends of the River 
and the Sierra Club

(ZNS) The Atomic Energy 
Commission has quietly 
ordered 21 of the 50 nuclear 
power plants in the United 
States to shutdown tem 
porarily because of 
mysterious cracks developing 
in the plants’ cooling system 
pipes 

Cracks in the pipes have 
been discovered in at least 
three plants, and, as a result, 
the A.E.C. wants to examine 
18 other similar plants. The

Nevada inmate found stabbed, 
claimed assasination knowledge 


(ZNS) An inmate, who 
claimed to have learned new 
information about the 1968 as- 
sassination of Robert 
Kennedy, was mysteriously 
stabbed to death in a Nevada 
prison last weekend 

The dead inmate, Ronald 
Wood, stated in a letter 
received by Nevada Assem- 
blyman Danny Demers, that 
he had learned new details of 
the Bobby Kennedy killing 
from the convicted assassin, 
Sirhan Sirhan 


Wood wrote that he had 
come to know Sirhan while the 
two were locked up in the 
same max'mum security unit 
at California's San Quentin 
Prison California 
Department of Corrections of 
ficials have since confirmed 
that the two men were in 
carcerated in the same unit 
together 


Wood, in his letter, said that 
Sirhan indicated to him that 
more than one gun was used 
during the assassination—and 
that he (Sirhan) did not fire 
the fatal builet 


Wood stated that he wanted 
to make the story public by 
selling it to Playboy magazine 
immediately after his release 
from prison 
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Wood, however, was found 
stabbed to deat hin the Nevada 
State Prison’s craft area inthe 
maximum security section of 
the penitentiary Ironically, 
he had been transferred to 
Nevada because Califorma 
authorities were worried 
about threats against his life 
in Califorma’’s pmsons 

Several leading ballistics 
experts have previously 
charged that more than one 
gun was used during the R.F 
K. killing At a special hearing 


in Los Angeles last May, two 


testified that
